Entering et the “Poet’s Corner” where the 
records to literary fame are numerous and cle- 
gant, £took off my hat at the request of the door 
keeper, and was obliged to remain, ducing my 
visit, uncovered. Tle attendant explained the 
monuments, and described the particulars relating 
-to these who were mouidering’in the dust be- 
neath them. But I took litde interest in names. 
It was the ancient, and in many places, defaced, 
marble, the well cut statue, the finely wrought- 
figure, that drew my attention, and I passed the 
monuments of departed greatness, the symbols of 
ancient heraldry, without a tear of regret. 1 
dwelt for a few moments at the tomb of Elizabeth, 
the proudest and the greatest of England's 
‘Queens, and possibly I heaved a sigh as I stopped 
at the grave of the accomplished Mary, Queen of 
‘Scots. Two blocks of marble, representing the. 
princes killed in the tower by order of Richard 
‘the third, brought to my recollection the power 
and genius of Shakspeare. The splendid monu- 
/ ment erectec by government to the memory of 
the Elder Pitt, is worthy of the individual, and 
honorable to his country. At another end of the 
Abbey is another monument to his son, who was 
-cut off in the prime of life and the flower of his 
‘age. The gay, the profligate Charles the second, 
was there, sleeping under the cold stone, with no 
one to bless his memory, or mourn his loss. The 
light-hearted, an‘ careless Rochester, with along 
list of Buckinghams, not forgetting the haughty 
libertine, George Villiers, were there reposing 
calmly in the ground, almost 
“Uuwept, unhonored, and unsung.”

The other 
performers were generally, too insignificant, to 
notice; and the whole performance of the comedy 
was unworthy of the former credit of Drury Lane. 
A new musical drama, founded 6n one of Wai- 
ter Scott’s novels, but unlike it in every thing, 
called the “ White Lady,” was performed as an 
afterpiece. I: is got up principally to display 
scenery, which, in general, was very fiue, although 
badly managed, the scene shifters being slow‘in 
their movements. The music is pretty. In this 
piece I found a new set of actors. Mr. How as 
Roland Greame repented his lesson without effect, 
and sung but indifferently. This gentleman is a 
musical composer, but as for acting, hie is barely 
endurable. The best performer in thé piece was 
Mr. Harley, a man witha peculiar voice, who 
rendered Adam Woodcock lively and interesting. 
Miss Graddon, a tall, dark complexioned, small 
featured woman, and rather stiff in her manner ; 
with too much dress, avd particularly too much 
hair, sustained Mary of v4vene!. She hus a good

Rolla was considered by many as J¥allack’s best 
performance when lie was in America, I felt some 
curiosity to see how he would play it here. I 
think that it was, to say the least, no better than 
he played ita few years ago.

The sides of the saloon are filled 
with looking glass, which makes its appearance 
magnificent. It has a coffee room at the east end, 
and the only seats in the saloon are blue wool- 
sack, similar to those in the House of Peers. In 
this saloon, no females who have any regard for 
their characters, are to be seen, yet it is continu- 


The saloon is à general 
promenade also for gentlemen who go to the box- 
es, and the price of admission to the boxes is 
such as to prevent the lower class of people from 
being seen there. It is a great pity that so five a 
salcon could not be put to better uses, and made 
the resortof respectable women instead of the 
abandoned characters who are nightly to be seen 
there, putting out their lures for the ruin of both 
health and wealth.

Six,—Among the “ Articles of Faith of the 
Hanover Church,” of which you are Pastor, ! find 
the following Confession of Belief :

God, the Supreme Being, the creator of men 
“ without holiness” ! Is not this making Go.%he 
author of imperfection and sin? How, then, can 
He be a God of purity? But even if man is so 
formed, why is he culpable, being sv made by his 
God? And why shall he “ receive a sentence of 
just and final retribution, according to the deeds 
done in the body” 2 If man comes imperfect and 
“ unholy” from his Maker, who shall make him 
better ? “God created man in his own nuage, 
“ after his own likeness,” “a little lower than the 
angels,” and saw that his work “ was good ;?’ and 
shall a Christian Church now assert in its Rules 
of Faith, that God, in the creation of map, is e0- 
gaged in a work of unrighteousness ? 

Again,—“ We believe, that those who embrace 
the Gospel, were chosen in Christ before the 
foundation of the werld, that they should become 
heirsto an inheritance in heaveu.” How shall 
they who were not thus “ chosen,” (1. ¢ those whe 
are not of the elect) obtaiu salvation ?

I um weary of the task [ have set myself; and 

T hasten to a conclusion that J may not weary 
others,—if that be not already “ past praying 
for.” It is obvious, 1 think, that qualifications 
gre requisite in this department of literature, 
which do not fall to the lot of every one ; and I 
conceive that it would be an acceptable service 
to my country, if 1 could persuade these writers, 
or any one of them, to bestow their attention up- 
ou other subjects, than those connected with our 
National History. Let them describe, if they 
can, the manvers which they see around them,— 
or let them set their imaginations free, aud dis- 
course of things, which never did aad never could 
happen ;—but they have no right to pollute the 
sources of our proudest and holiest recollections, 
—to call ap the shades of the mighty from their 
graves, as the Witch of Endor did thet of Sam- 
vel, and clotho the: in their own mean and low 
conceptions, They are like the loathsome rep- 
tiles, which leave their slimy track over majestic 
monuments and beautiful statues. I find that I 
have been getting rather warm, in this latter 
part of my dissertation ; and perhaps | ought to 
apologize, when I refiect that writers are includ- 
ed in my censure, who have very evident talents 
for other departments of Novel-writing,—what- 
ever may be their deficiencies in this. J can only 
say, that no one will rejoice more ut theirsuccess, 
when their talents are legitimately exerted, than 
myself. When shall we see another American 
novel like that of ‘Redwood? ?

Unitarianism has been made 
a term of so much reproach, and has been uttered 
in so any tones of alarm, horror, indignation, 
and scorp, that to many it gives only a vague im- 
pression of something monstrous, impious, unut- 
terably perilous. To such, I would say, that this | 
doctrine, which is considered by some, as the last 
and most perfect invention of Satan, the con- 
summation of his blasphemies, the most cunning 
weapon ever forged in the tites of hell, amounts 
to this—That there is One God, even the Father; 
and that Jesus Christ is not this One God, but 
his sen and messenger, who derived all his pow- 
ers aud glories from the Universal Parent, and 
who came into the world not to claim supreme 
homage for himself, but to carry up the soul to 
his Father, as the Only Divine Person, the only 
Ultimate Object of religious worship.

not appear al the trial. It was proved also, that he 
was well and might have attended. The result of 
this trial was that ** Loton Lawson was sentenced to 
two years imprisonment. Nicholas G. Cheeseman to
